 The Board of Supervisors convened at 8:30 a.m. with all members present. Also, present were Paul 
Boerjan, Aaron Murphy, Keith Horgen, and Amanda Baer. The meeting was made available by video via “Go to 
Meeting”. Motion by Mayer, second by Frein to approve the agenda. All voted aye. 

 Motion by Hartogh, second by Hendrickson to approve the minutes of the March 14th meeting. Roll call: all 
voted aye.  

 County Attorney Murphy has some depositions in a couple weeks for the murder case. Murphy stated 
there may be some higher bills because of the depositions. The murder case has had a change of venue to Bremer 
County. 

 County Sheriff Beaver was not available. 

 Amanda Baer said there is a Board of Adjustment meeting on April 6, 2023, at 5:30 p.m. for a mineral 
extraction permit. Supervisor Wherry discussed public comments during a meeting and read a sentence from a 
letter that was received. Wherry added items to the agenda for next week’s meeting. 

 Items of Note: Hartogh reported on FMC Landfill, Mayer reported on Conservation, Hendrickson reported 
on County Social Services, and Shell Rock Watershed, and Frein reported on FMC DECAT. Wherry had nothing to 
report. Wherry received a letter from the Upper Cedar Watershed trying to get money. They are sending a letter 
to the State Representatives for the State to fund watersheds. Keith Horgen stated there are several bills at the 
state level being discussed that will effect local government.
